Recycling 
trash soon to 
be a reality

Recycling trash in Carroll 
Township is inevitable, the 
board of supervisors said 
Tuesday evening, September 4 
"It's merely a matter of time 
until it will be mandatory here." 
Board Chairman Larry 

Eichclbcrgcr said 

According to state law. 
townships with a population of 
5,000 or more must implement a 
recycling program The 
population of Carroll Township 
is 3603. Eichclbcrgcr said 
The township probably will 
begin recycling before the 
population hits 5,000. 
Supervisor David Laverture 
predicted. 

Eventually, all trash handled 
by Uk York Qiunty Solid Waste 
and Refuse Authority will have 
to be separated, he explained 
"So. when the county 
authority says wc recycle, we 
recycle," Lavertue added. 

"The sooner wc get into it 
(recycling), the more accustomed 
people of the township will be, 
and the more advantageous it will 
be to the township." Supervisor 
Norman Shelly said. 

According io the 
supervisors, the township can 
obtain a state gram which wilt 
pay 90 percent of the cost of 
recycling bins, if U»c state is 

Eichclbcrgcr said each 
household will need three 
collection bins to separate plastic, 
glass and tin.
